For Annette, revelations 
about the extent of Matt’s re- 
lationship with Lara could be 
the final nail in the coffin of her 
16-year marriage. 

She once described Matt in 
court papers as making her 
feel “abandoned, isolated and 
alone in raising” their children. 

It’s also a bitter betrayal to 
Matt’s struggling “Today” 
show and his beleaguered col- 
leagues who have lost their 
top-rated position to “GMA.” 

The strain on his marriage 
was apparent when a monster 
winter storm hit New York City 
in January, and the “Today” 
cast was instructed to camp 
out at the Four Seasons so 
they could walk to work, re- 
vealed an industry insider, who 


said: “Annette wasn’t happy 
about that, and ordered Matt 
to stay in their apartment. 

“If he had to walk extra 
blocks in the cold, she didn’t 
care! There was no way An- 
nette was going to have Matt 
staying in the same hotel as 
co-host Natalie Morales.” 

In 2006, while pregnant with 
their third child, Annette filed 
for divorce amid talk that Matt 
was involved with Natalie. She 
later withdrew the papers. 

FOR NOW, ANNETTE’S 

family is seriously concerned 
about her. The ENQUIRER has 
learned. According to fam- 
ily friend Nils Fonteijn, Matt’s 
in-laws remain “deeply up- 
set at the continuing strife in 
Annette’s marriage, and her 
mother is frantic with worry.”

Dr. Wecht added that Bobbi 
Kristina had bruises on her legs 
and left arm that could possibly 
be from needle puncture marks.

A DOPE-dealing doc has 
the blood of at least 
five fatal overdoses 
on his hands after 
pumping hundreds 
of patients full of painkillers, 
federal prosecutors claimed 
to The National ENQUIRER. 

Stunned by the sheer num- 
ber of patients ushered 
through his practice, the feds 
are taking the unusual step of 
pursuing a sentence of life in 
prison for Dr. Jaime Guerrero, 
from Louisville, Ky. 

Bombshell court documents 
obtained by The ENQUIRER 
allege Guerrero crammed in 
more than 100 clients a day, 
seeing them for less than three 
minutes each, before pre- 


scribing some of the strongest 
painkillers available today. 

Prosecutors accused Guer- 
rero of causing more patient 
deaths in the Western District 
of Kentucky than any other 
physician previously charged. 

The new “Dr. Death” is ac- 
cused of improperly writing 
prescriptions for oxycodone, 
hydrocodone [Vicodin] and 
methadone for dozens of pa- 
tients - none of whom had 
actual medical needs! 

He is facing criminal fines of 
$2.75 million. But the “script- 
scrawling” pain 
doc is free af-

bond ahead

Guerrero ran pain-man- 
agement offices in Louisville 
and Jeffersonville, Ind. 

Prosecutors charge the 
47-year-old doc wrote 1,059 
prescriptions for oxycodone 
- often misused as a recre- 
ational drug - in 2012. 

Senior citizens kept Guer- 
rero particularly busy in 
2012 - more than 99 per- 
cent of his patients that 
year were over 65 years old. 

The Bluegrass State has 
a particularly bad rep for 
quacks, said U.S. 
Attorney John 
E. Kuhn 
Jr.: “The 

prescrib- 





ing practices of a very few 
physicians in Kentucky have 
caused immeasurable harm.” 

The pill-pusher’s offices are 
closed, and his medical li- 
cense is currently suspended 
in Indiana.

Peterson, a former 
Bolingbrook, III., cop, 
was found guilty of 
murdering his third 
wife, Kathleen Savio, 
40, whose body was 
found in a dry bathtub 
in March 2004. 


Her death was first ruled an 
accidental drowning, but her 
body was exhumed after Pe- 
terson’s fourth wife, Stacy, 
disappeared in late 2007. 

Now, police say they are 
close to charging him with her 
murder. 

“We are close - a few pieces 
away,” said a source inside the 
investigation. 

“The smile’s been knocked 
off his face,” added another 
source. “Once-cocky Drew is 
the scum of the earth. We will 
have the last laugh.”

detectives seeking justice at last 


T hree leading criminologists are 
demanding that the corpse of 
Anna Nicole Smith be exhumed 
and brought back to the United 
States - after a bombshell Nation- 
al ENQUIRER investigation unearthed 
sensational new revelations about the 
demise of the beloved Playboy 
model! 

The troubling claims in- 
clude that Anna Nicole, 

39 years old at the time of 
her death, may have been 
coerced into ingesting a le- 
thal cocktail of drugs.

“The best way to do 
that would be to ex- 
hume the bodies, bring 
them back to the States 
and give them fresh 
autopsies by an indepen- 
dent medical examiner.” 

Retired Judge Larry Se- 
idlin is also calling for Anna 
Nicole’s return. He presided 
over the hearing which decided 
that Anna Nicole should be bur- 
ied next to Daniel, and later penned 
a tell-all book in which he said he saw 
“red flags” during the proceedings. 

Questions over her death have lin- 
gered ever since Anna Nicole collapsed 
at the Seminole Hard Rock Hotel & Ca- 
sino in Hollywood, Fla., in 2007. 

Anna Nicole’s half-sister Amy Chap- 
man told The ENQUIRER that she keeps 
hoping for police to reopen the case.

S INCE her shocking 
suicide attempt, a still- 
grieving Paris Jackson 
has made secret vis- 
its to her late father’s 
beloved Neverland Ranch, 
inside sources have told The 
National ENQUIRER. 

The 16-year-old helped plant 
a Zen garden on the prop- 
erty while rebuilding her life 
at a private boarding school, 
insiders revealed. 

But the King of Pop’s daugh- 
ter still struggles with the 


impending loss of her father’s 
famed Los Olivos, Calif., 
estate, where he lived from 
1988 to 2005. 

“More than anyone else, 
losing Neverland hurts Paris 
the most without a doubt,” 
a family insider told The 
ENQUIRER. 

“She’s been there more than 
her siblings - but, even more 
than that, Michael’s parents, 
brothers and sisters never 
go up.” 

In June 2013, a troubled 
Paris cut her wrists and took 
an overdose of Motrin pills. 
Afterward, worried fam- 
ily members enrolled her in a 
therapeutic boarding school 
in Utah. 

She’s also grown closer to 
her mother, Debbie Rowe, 
and regularly visits Never- 
land, where she’s lovingly 
planted a secret Zen gar- 
den where a Ferris wheel 
once stood. 

The Zen garden also 
features benches 
where Paris meditates, 
and has perennial 
plants in the shape of 
animals that were once 
housed in Neverland’s 
zoo. 

“There are things up at 


Neverland that she insisted 
upon while she still has the 
access, and the garden was 
one of them,” disclosed the 
source. 

According to another insid-^ 
er, Paris had Michael’s favorite 
image - a Peter Pan-like boy 
sitting on a quarter moon - 
carved into the ground in the 
middle of the garden. 

Restoring Neverland has 
helped Paris recall many of 
the things her father taught 
her, sources said. 

“She reflects on how Mi- 
chael would talk to her about 
not losing her innocence as a 
child, to not let people - even 
family - take advantage of 
her, and to always look after 
her brothers,” the insider said. 

A cash-strapped Michael 
turned over the estate to Col- 
ony Capital before he died at 
age 50 in June 2009. 

The firm has put a $75 mil- 
lion price tag on Neverland, 
but there had been hope that 
the executors of Michael’s $1 
billion estate would buy the 
property. 

“We are frustrated, bitterly 
disappointed, and saddened 
that it has come to this,” said 
a representative for the estate 
executors.

Rynnir and Lillie also argued Jay Z 
fibbed when he said his legal residence 
was on Broadway in Manhattan, when in 
reality, the address nnentioned is the re- 
cord producer and entrepreneur’s office. 

Another address cited by Jay Z is a park- 
ing garage, it’s claimed! [A spokesperson 
for Jay Z did not return The ENQUIRER’S 
request for comment.]

SPEAKING TO THE EN- 
QUIRER at a hotel in Georgia 
where she remained holed up 
to avoid the glaring eyes of the 
world’s media, Marlene provid- 
ed this first account of those 
final minutes of terror - amid 
continued silence from Bobbi 
Kristina’s family. 

“Our impression is that Max 
dragged her body out of the 
tub,” Marlene said. 

“Danyela said she knew for 
a fact she hadn’t 
been in the bath- 
room for long. 

“Danyela said, 

‘It makes no 
sense. [Bobbi 
Kristina] was 
completely na- 
ked. She was in 
a tub of ice cold 
water. 

“I can tell you 
she didn’t put 
herself in the 
tub. No woman would take a 
bath in a tub of cold water. She 
would be dead if it were not for 
us. Max and I gave her CPR.’” 


MARLENE SAID THAT Dany- 
ela remains “very upset” days 
after the incident, adding: 
“From the way she has been 
talking, she believes Nick did 
something to [Bobbi Kristina] 
before she was found. 

“I truly believe that she be- 
lieves Max is innocent - but 
we are worried that Danyela is 
trying to protect Max because 
she believes she is in love with 
him.” 

Still, Danyela confided inside 
and shocking information with 
her family about the secret 
world of Bobbi Kristina and 
her allegedly violent husband, 
including her explosive claim 
thatthe young couple had been 
fighting constantly. 


“Danyela heard Nick scream- 
ing and yelling,” she revealed. 

“They fought constantly. It 
seemed strange because when 
you met them, they seemed so 
in love. They addressed each 
other as ‘husband’ and ‘wife.’” 


MARLENE ADDED: “Danyela 
said, ‘Krissi does all the drugs 
that Whitney did and more 
- including heroin. She uses 
anything that is put in front of 
her.” 

Despite knowing about 
Bobbi Kristina’s deadly drug 
habits, it still couldn’t keep 
Danyela from hanging out 
with her famous 
friend - with Bob- 
bi Kristina even 
wrecking Dany- 
ela’s car just days 
before that hor- 
rific incident. 

Police have con- 
firmed the Jan. 27 
accident to The 
ENQUIRER, say- 
ing Bobbi Kristina 
lost control of the 
vehicle near an 
intersection and then veered 
into on-coming traffic before 
striking another car. 

The 41-year-old male driver 
of that car was hospitalized. 

Danyela was also taken to the 
hospital, and Marlene said her 
daughter suffered head trau- 
ma and other injuries. 

However, Bobbi Kristina was 
apparently uninjured. She es- 
caped the earlier life or death 
moment with simply a vehicu- 
lar charge. 

Said Marlene: “My concern 
right now is that I want my 
daughter to come back home. 
It breaks my heart to see her 
this way. She hated drugs. She 
was an innocent, happy high 
school student who dreamed 
of becoming a chef - before 
she met these people and fell 
under their influence.”

“There are four working theo- 
ries and one of them involves 
foul play at the hands of Nick 
Gordon,” a law enforcement 
source told The ENQUIRER. 

POLICE HAD BEEN called 
to Bobbi Kristina’s suburban 
home just eight days before 
the young woman was found 
unresponsive in a water-filled 
bathtub on Jan. 31, but when 
cops responded to the report 
of a fight, no one was home. 


Fueling the suspicion, police 
have been informed the couple 
had a brutal history of fighting, 
sources said. Nick, who has a 
criminal record, is notorious for 
packing a pistol and having a 
violent temper. 

As a result, detectives have 
considered whether Bob- 
bi Kristina could have been 
knocked out by Nick during an- 
other explosive confrontation, 
with the boyfriend desperately 
trying to “cover up” what he 


thought was her death, accord- 
ing to a source. 

BOLSTERING THAT DRA- 
MATIC theory, Bobbi Kristina 
may have been ready to dump 
Nick and move away to Cali- 
fornia, as The ENQUIRER 
previously reported. 

Said a source: “That could 
have culminated in a massive 
fight if he thought she was go- 
ing to leave him! 

“In a rage, Nick could have 


suffocated or strangled her. 

“Then, in a panic, he could 
have decided to cover up what 
he thought was her death even 
though he may not have known 
she was actually still alive.” 

Dr. William Manion, a re- 
nowned forensic investigator 
who is not involved in the case, 
told The ENQUIRER: “You could 
strangle [or suffocate] some- 
body into unconsciousness and 
then put them in water to stage 
that it was a drowning.”

This “foul play” theory is 
supported by a report that a 
blow-up took place between 
Nick and Bobbi Kristina just 
one hour before she was dis- 
covered. 

In addition, Max Lomas, an 
accused drug dealer who 
claimed he found Bobbi Kris- 
tina in the tub and called 911, 
reportedly told investigators 
that Nick cleaned up the crime 
scene before police arrived. 

Noted private eye and former 
NYPD investigator Bo Dietl 
told The ENQUIRER: “That to 
me, as a former homicide de- 
tective, is not a good thing. If 
you do nothing wrong, then 
you’ve got nothing to hide.” 

According to Nick, the in- 
juries and bruising on Bobbi 


Kristina’s chest was the result 
of performing CPR on her. 

But sources said police were 
also examining a possible head 
injury. 

NICK ISSUED HIS first pub- 
lic comment Feb. 12 and said 
through his attorney he “re- 
mains in constant prayer for his 
companion and he hopes to be 
reunited with her soon.” 

But Bobbi Kristina’s dis- 
traught aunt Leolah Brown 
fired back and claimed: “I 
believe Nick Gordon will be 
charged with this. Oh yes, 110 
percent.” 

Tragically the one thing not 
in dispute in the sordid affair 
is the significant role drugs 
played. Reports said police, on 


a second search of the crime 
scene, allegedly found drugs. 

Another theory being looked 
into by police is that Bobbi 
Kristina actually suffered a 
heroin overdose - and was put 
into a cold bath to revive her, a 
common yet flawed procedure 
in overdose cases. 

These pictures, above, pro- 
vide the graphic evidence, 
showing how that fatal scenar- 
io could have played out inside 
the home. 

WHAT’S MORE, IF she did 

overdose, she could have suf- 
focated on her own vomit, or 
passed out facedown on a 
pillow. 

Authorities are also con- 
sidering that Bobbi Kristina, 


despondent over the third 
anniversary of her mother’s 
death, attempted suicide in a 
fashion remarkably similar to 
how her mother was found in a 
water-filled bathtub at a Bev- 
erly Hills hotel. 

A fourth scenario is that Bob- 
bi Kristina had a legitimate 
medical emergency. 

She was in a car accident 
just days before the horrific 
incident and could have had a 
seizure or some other undiag- 
nosed injury, it’s believed. 

Investigator Bo told The EN- 
QUIRER: “In a case like this, 
you have to look at every as- 
pect of it to make sure you 
eliminate every aspect of foul 
play.”

S HE was one of Holly- 
wood’s most glamorous 
stars - but screen legend 
Elizabeth Taylor died 
practically “broke” after 
her estate was looted in her final 
days, The National ENQUIRER 
has learned!

The husband was upset the 
“Cleopatra” actress had hired 
a nanny to watch his son, and 
believed the new employee was 
really a bodyguard assigned 
to protect Liz’s daughter and 
grandson. 

Maria soon fled with her child 
to her mother’s Los Angeles 
mansion, as McKeown publicly 
accused Liz of kidnapping his 
son.

- reconciled with her hubby.
